Hertel Says 

There is still ampze time 
planting summer vegetables in 
your victery garden, says J. P. 
Hertel, assistant farm advisq’. 

Tomatoes, cucumbers, peppers, 
eggplant and other summer vege- 
tables planted now will have suf- 
ficient time to mature during the 
hot summer days ‘Those planted 
some time ago have made slow 
growth on account of the cold soil 
and the cool nights. 

Golden Cross or Golden Bantam 
ecrn can be planted every 10 days 
or two weeks up to the middle of 
| July. This is true with bush beans 
and leaf lettuce. A small quantity 
should be planted and planting 
should be at least twice a month. 

Sufficient carrots should be} 
seeded between mid-June and 
July to supply carrots from No- 
vember to March 15. since very! 
little growth ocurs during the} 
winter months and carrots take | 
about 5 to 6 months to mature. 
Beets will take about one month 
jess and turnips even less than} 
beets, Consequently, the latter two 
root crops can be planted 20 to 30 
days later than carrots. 

Celery planted about June 1} 
should mature by November and 
can be grown through the winter | 
months providing, of course, it is 
sprayed with copper dust for mil- 
dew control.

Winslow S. Lincoln. chairman 
of the San Bernardino county 
AAA committee, and Roy McLain 
of Visalia will fly to Washington, 
D.C., to represent California in 
| the writing of a trial federal cit- 
rus crop insurance program. They 
! and delegates from Arizona, Texas 
and Florida will meet between 
June 4 and 16 with officials of the 
federal crop insurance corporation. 

Mr, Lincoln and Mr. McLain 
were chosen Thursday afternoon 


by a steering committee of five 
men selected by a representative 
group of 30 growers who met in 
Los Angeles May 3 and 4. Thurs- 
day’s conference was also in Los 
Angeles. 

If approved in Washington, the 
trial program would begin next 
year and run for three years. The 
law provides for coverage not to 
exceed 75 per cent of a grower’s 
loss.
